THE FORTUNBSOP WAR. 

When the tirst German drive 
came cr^.ihing through Cambrai 
nn March 21 last, one of the 
first reaults was to unmake one 
Kreat military reputation, and to 
l)rinf; another, and comparative- 
ly obscure man, into fame. 

General Oongh was the officer 
in C(i:nmand of the Mritisli lint^ in 
this sector. Kxactly what was 
his error has not been made 
public, but It has l>eea aiiooBiieed 
t hat he was removed snd sent 
home. The theory of the corro. 
spondents at the front seems to 
be that Oanoral Oongh mis- 
judged tbe whole thing and de- 
cldeJ*Tb'at, what was in reality 
the greatest rush of the war, wa<! 
only a feiu. At any rate, bis 
t rnnps were not disposed so so to 
K>!t till' host resttltSi aad ha has 
been removed. 

The hero of this part of the 
battle was by common con. 
sent an English officer named 
Carey, who, when the hght- 
ing began, commanded only a 
brigade, or about 6,000 men. 
The Major General in charge 
at this point was killed by the 
firat tire. Several other ofioera 
were killed or lost sight of some, 
where, and General Carey, with- 
out stopping to find out if tbe 
command was his by right of 
seniority, took charge hastily or. 
gani/.'d a reserve force of "en- 
gineers, laborers and signalers, 
and anybody else who could hold 
a ritle," and threw this force in 
the result being to hoid the Ger- 
man line long enouf^h to enable 
the veteran regimcnta to be re 
formed, and In thia way a diaaa 
ter of tbo tliat msgoltado mb 

avoided 

Tbe tirst act of GeMCOl Haig 

after getting to iIk scene area to 
confirm Guueral Carey in hia 
authority witli tbe rank of Major 
General, and we arc tokl that be 
has since been put in command 
of an army corps, and is looked 
up«in as one of ihu lisiiit; men of 
tlie British army.
